The Rights of Councillors 


A case of special interest to 
councillors was tried here last 
week before M. J. Hewitt, J.P, 
involving the right of councillors 
in receiving money from the pay 
roll for work done in the munici- 
pality of which they are council- 
lors, which is contrary to the 
provisions of the Municipal Act. 

The prosecution was brought 
by Councillor Fife,a member of 
the R,. M. of Bertwan, against 
Reeve Rose, a memberof the 
same council, 

According to the terms of the 
prosecution, Rose received ‘pay 
through the read-master for the 
use of his (Rose) horses, which 
were being used on road work, 

The Municipal Act implicitly 
lays down the Jaw that no coun- 
cillor shall be paid for any work 
done by him, directly or indirect- 
ly, except the fees specially pro- 
vided by the Act. 

Taking money otherwise is not 
only contrary to the Act, but it 
is alsu a direct violation of the 
oath of office, and a councillor is 
disqualified from holding office,

defendant was fined $35.00

“Summer travel is good in Canada 
this year, despite the war and. some 
inclement weather,” said Mr. W. H. 
Snell, general passenger agent of the 
C. P. R, eastern, lines, yesterday. 

In fact the war has had two -out- 
standing effects so far as Canada is 
concerned, Conditions with regard to 
forcign travel have become 80 __ ex- 
Pensive and so restricted_that Can- 
adians have been almost compelled 
to learn something about the ad- 
vantages of the Dominion as a hali- 
day. resort. At the same time the ‘or- 
dinary wage earner has had — such 
opportunities for making money’ that 
an unprecedented number of work- 
ing people have been able to in- 
dulge their lifelong desire to take 
their wives and family back to their 
old homes.and sce. ‘the old folks at 
home.’ This latter feature of - travel 
has been. very marked during the 
past year, “and is more in evidence 
than ever this summer, “In all parts 
of Canada thousands of men who 
have for many years nursed the 
hope of some day taking their fami- 
lies back to their old homes are able 
to make the trip this year and they 
are doing it. The result is good for 
the country, good for the families, 
and. good for the railways. 

“In fact,” said Mr. Snell, “one of 
the most remarkable features of 
Present war conditions is the applica- 
tion of the motto ‘Canada for the 
Canadians,’ More of our people are 
learning to know their own country 
than ever before, simply because of 
the expense and difficulty of going 
abroad. Travel to Europe has been 
practically climinated, owing to war 
conditions on the Aflantic. The in- 
crease in rates in the United States 
and the difficulties surrounding — tra- 
vel from Canada to American resorts 
has to a considerable extent reduced 
summer travel from Canada. The re- 
sult is that thousands of people who 
in other times have always gone 
abroad or to the United States for 
their summer vacations are now 
spending their holidays and_ their 
money in Canada, with distinct ad- 
vantage to themselves and the coun- 
try. In fact they are learning now 
what tourists from all over the world 
have in years past spent very large 
sums to come to. Canada to see and 
enjoy. : 

“In this way, while war conditions 
have cut off a good deal of foreign 
tourist traffic in Canada, the-same 
conditions haye so increased home 
travel as to more than offset this. 
People are visiting our own Rockies 
instead of going to Switzerland; go- 
ing to Canadian resorts instead of 
taking Germ.n_ waters, taking trips 
over the Canadian lakes and _ rivers, 
or to our own coasts instead of go- 
ing to American ocean resorts. It is 
a curious effect that war should 
force Canadians to know their. own 
country, but: that is one of the re- 
sults of the European conflagration, 
and one that should prove of lasting 
benefit to Canada.” 

As a result of these general condi- 
tions, Mr. Snell said that passenger 
traffic in Canada has been unusuall 
good both on the C.P.R. and on all 
Canadian railways, as well as on the 
lake and other steamship lines, des- 
Pite the fact that under war regula- 
tions there were no ‘more excursion 
or special rates. The rates in the 
‘United States had gone up so high, 
with a stringent abolition of all ex- 
cursion or other special rates, that 
people were learning more and more 
to do their pleasure travel in Cana- 


a. 
“A good deal of this is due to the 
fact that wages in: Canada are higher 
than ever before,” said Mr. Snell. 
“Where a few years ago men were 
getting $12 to $15 a week they are 
now getting $18 and even $25. De- 
spite increased coast of living people 
are getting better off and many 
men are able to indulge their de- 
sires to revisit their old homes, and 
it is surprising the number who 
are taking this method of spending 
their holidays. = 

“Canadians are learning more than

Premier Hughes Says That Australia 
Must Control Neighboring 
Islands 


Premier Hughes of Australia, in an 
interview in London, said Australia 
had paid and is paying the price of 
liberty. She will not falter, but is 
in the war to the end. “We have 
suffered in Australia, as elsewhere, 
from an insidious German propagan- 
da,” the premier stated. “It has 
manifested itself-as pacificism and 
otherwise. We have men whose hat- 
red of England blinds them to all 
else, and who care nothing for Aus- 
tralia’s liberty so long as they can 
strike a blow at the heart of Eng- 
land. These are in the minority.” 

As regards New Guinea and oth- 
er islands in the vicinity, he con- 
tinued, it was essential that Aus- 
tralia control them, or that they be 
in the hands of a friendly civilized 
nation, as they stood in the same 
relation to Australia as Amiens to 
Paris or Calais to England. Al- 
though not wanting to extend her 
sphere of territorial authority, Aus- 
tralia was determined that what she 
Jhad she would hold, and therefore 
she stood committed to the policy o 
the Monroe doctrine for the Pacific.

and. transporting. them to hospitals. 
So effective is the co-operation be- 
tween surgeons and physicians at the 
front and. those at the hospitals ‘in 
the rear that an immensely larger 
proportion of the wounded recover 
than was the case at the beginning 
of the war. 

Men whose legs or arms have been 
fractured by shells now are restored 
to their regiments in a minimum per- 
iod of time. This is very largely due 
to the fact that they receive prompt 
antiseptic treatment and surgical at- 
tention, which prevents blood pois- 
oning and the stiffening of the artic- 
ulation. Their recovery is rapid in 
the hospitals behind the lines, wlrere 
they can be treated under comfort- 
able conditions far from the nerve- 
racking sound of the guns.

’ The imperial munition board has 
been urged by the British ministry 
to provide an increased supply of 
18-pounder shrapnel shells from Can- 
ada. The British authorities desire 
that the present supply be increased 
to 220,000 shells per week, at the 
earliest possible date and the imperial 
munitions board has vigorously re- 
vived the shrapnel plants of the 
country, and new capacity has been 
created, both by increasing the ex- 
isting faciaties and by the equipping 
of £ntirely new units. Some plants, 
which were engaged in turning out 
4.5 shells, are- being changed over to 
enable them to produce the  18- 
pounder shrapnel asked for. 

A year ago, Canadian shell manu- 
facturers were producing about 375,- 
000 18-pounder shrapnel shells per 
week, but early last autumn the im- 
perial munitions board was asked to 
reduce this output to 120,000 per 
weck. The reduction, together with 
the change over from the mark of 
shell then being made to the new 
mark xii seriously affected the-shrap- 
nel plants, which at the present time 
are not producing 120,000 shells of 
this class per week. 

The board has communicated with 
the various’ manufacturers of this 
type of shell throughout Canada and 
have placed before them the require- 
ments of the British authorities, 
which are of an urgent nature. : 

That the appeal will reccive a good 
response from Canadian workers and 
producers is evident from the in- 
spiriting reply which was immediate- 
ly forthcoming from the employees 
in the Metal Drawing company at 
St. Catherines, which reads as fol- 
lows: : 

“Answering letter of June 17, ata 
joint meeting in the yard this after- 
noon, the employees of the Metal 
Drawing company pledge their best 
cfforts.to maintain deliveries as 
promised on shrapnel .and to exceed 
them. Employees expressed them- 
selves by unanimous ‘vote as under- 
standing the urgent need, and the 
determination to meet it.”

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Home Meat Canning 


Can the Surplus of Your Beef Ring 
. Share 


The price of meat is high and like- 
ly to go higher, while every month 
shows an increasing demand for 
beef and-pork for the rations of the 
army. Farm work, in the summer 
at least, requires a meat diet, and the 

ecf ring in the neighboihood, if it 


Is a convenience, is not a luxury. 
Sometimes, however, the weekly 
share’ is larger. than the family 


really requires; in these cases the 
surplus may be canned to use after 
the becf ring season has closed. Two 
or three quarts of beef put away 
every week during the summer. will 
amount to something worth. consid- 
ering, to say-nothing of the conven- 
lence of having fresh home-canned 
meat in the cellar in time of emer- 
gency. : 
No special equipment is required 
for canning meats, though the steam- 


of shortening the time of _ steriliza- 
tion. The ordinary boiler with rack 
to keep the jars raised from the bot- 
tom will do very well. It is better 
in canning meat or any other. food 
that requires long cooking, to use 
rather small jars, pints or quarts 
rather than the two-quart size. 

Some housekeepers can meat suc- 
cessfully by cutting it in pieces, and 
without any preparatory cooking, 
packing it solidly into jars, filling the 
jars to within three-fourths of an 
inch from the top, adding salt but 
no liquid, screwing on the tops 
lightly and cooking in the boiler. We 
prefer to have the meat partially 
cooked before putting it into the 
jars. Cut the meat into pieces small 
enough to pack easily in the jars, 
sear and brown it in a greased fry- 
ing pan—the browning develops the 
tich flavor of roast beef. Add a lit- 
tle water and simmer until the meat 
can be torn apart. Remove gristle, 
one and excessive fat and pack di- 
rectly into jars. Fill with the gravy 
from the frying pan—if there is 
much of it boil it down to about. half 
its volume. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt for each quart of meat, place the 
rubbers and tops on the jars, screw 
down lightly, set on the rack in the 
boiler, having the water in the boiler 
comé to within an inch of the tops 
of the jars, cover the boiler closely 
and cook for five hours after the 
Avater begins to boil. Remove the 
jars, tighten the tops and invert to 
test for leaks. If you have a steam 
pressure canning outfit, it is “only 
necessary to leave the jars’ in for 
three and a half hours at five pounds 
Pressure, or for two hours at ten 
pounds pressure. 

Pork may be canned in the, same 
way as beef, but an equally good 
method of preserving fresh pork is 
to slice and fry it almost as much as 
you would for immediate use. Have 
a small stone crock or jar washed 
and scalded, and as you take the 
meat from the frying pan put it in 
the crock, pouring some of the fat 
Over it. Keep doing this until all the 
meat you want to put away is fricd, 
but be sure to have the top com- 
pletely covered with fat; this makes 
a perfect seal. When you begin to 
use this meat from the jar do not 
forget to pour back some’ melted 
fat after each cooking or the meat 
left exposed will spoil very quickly. 

The canning of chicken may not 
be of so much interest just at this 
time of.the year, but there will no 
doubt be a lot of surplus cockerels to 
kill off this fall, and while the mar- 
ket will be good, it is rather im- 

ortant to have some canned for 
home use. “The following is a very 
good method: Kill the fowl and 
draw at once. Wash carefully and 
cool, cut into pieces and boil until 
meat can be removed from the 
bones. Pack the meat in glass jars 
with the liquid which has been boil- 
ed down to one-half its original vol- 
ume, Add a teaspoonful of salt to 
each quart of meat. Place 
and top in position,: screw rings 
down lightly and ‘cook in boiling 
water, as explained above, for three 
and a half hours. If you have a 
pressure cooker, two and a_ half 
hours at five pounds pressure or two 
hours at ten pounds will do—Farm- 
ers’ Magazine. ,

Saskatchewan Department of Agri- 
$ culture Conducting Investigation 


Considerable anxiety is being felt 
on the part of officials of the provin- 
cial.department of agriculture  be- 
cause. of a threatened invasion of 
Saskatchewan by . western thistle 
from Montana. Immediate steps will 
be'taken® to prevent such spreading 
of‘ western thistle, but some difficulty 
is.expected because there are no 
anti-weed laws in Montana, 

Reports of the spreading of the 
weed were received recently by the 
department from field representa- 
tives. working in the southwestern 
section of the province, and a thor- 
ough ‘investigation was undertaken, 
T. M. Tullis, acting seed and weeds 
commissioner, made a personal in- 
spection over territory extending 
from: 30 to 40 miles into Montana, 
He found western thistle plentiful 
wijhout any concerted effort to 
check it.” 

Mr. Tullis admitted that western 
thistle could be looked upon as a 
menace to the farms of Saskatche- 
wan inasmittch as it epread rapidly, 
Western thistle, said Mr. Tullis, was 
similar to tumbling mustard, and 
drifted casily over the _ prairies, 
spreading sceds with density. He 
stated that the weed was __ prolific 
with seeds, cach plant carrying 
thousands and thousands of seeds.— 
Regina Post.

Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Land Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. -

of the land in each of three ‘years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead ona 
farm of at least 80 acres, on! certain condition, A 
habitab!e house Isrequired, except where residence 
is performed in the vicinity.

“The experiences of the present 
war have shown what similar train- 
ing in arming, equipnient and sup- 
ply system mean in facilitating the 
conduct of a War and what difficul- 
ties their absence has entailed, The 
military authorities would easily 
come-to an understanding of what 
is necessary in this direction.” ;
